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Freeze is 
blamed 
for more 
potholes 

DOZENS of fresh potholes 
appeared in Sandwell’s 
streets following the cold 
snap. 

The council faces having 
to dedicate more money to 
road repairs and deploying 
their specialist pothole 
repair team again. 

Lee Preece, Sandwell 
Council’s highways and 
lighting supervisor, said: 
“We have noticed a number 
of new defects on our 
patrols. There is going to be 
a fair bit of damage. 

“The side roads have defi¬ 
nitely taken a beating. But 
until the ice melts, it’s hard 
to tell. Whenever you get 
water going into the cracks, 
you have a problem.” 

After the previous spell of 
cold weather, six two-man 
squads travelled round the 
borough to repair potholes 
as they came across them. 

Mr Preece said a special 
team of workers would again 
be on patrol to make repairs. 

Earlier this year it was 
reported it would take West 
Midlands councils eight 
years to repair all the pot¬ 
holes in the region at a cost 
of nearly £41 million for 
every local authority. 

Other authorities in the 
region have also reported a 
rise in the number of pot¬ 
holes. 

Dudley Council, for 
example, received 11 reports 
of potholes since last Thurs¬ 
day. 

Albion delays 
growth plan 

PLANS by West Bromwich 
Albion to expand The 
Hawthorns into a 30,000- 
seater stadium, look likely to 
be delayed. 

Demand for tickets has 
not increased enough for the 
expansion, club bosses said. 

It came as the Baggies 
declared a £1.5 million profit 
in the latest accounts. 

Chief executive Mark 
Jenkins told shareholders 
that a large-scale expansion 
would not happen until 
bosses were convinced that 
demand for tickets had 
increased sufficiently.

£4m ROAD SCHEMES 
PUNNED BY COUNCIL 


TRANSPORT schemes worth almost 
£4 million are being drawn up by 
Sandwell Council. 

The work, which includes traffic lights for conges¬ 
tion blackspots and improvements to bridges, is 
aimed at improving access to the borough and 
unlocking land for development to create jobs. 


The authority is now 
bidding for Government 
cash to fund the projects and 
if approved, work could start 
as early as August. 

Sandwell’s finance boss, 
Councillor Steve Eling, was 
being asked to approve 
funding the bid at a meeting 
today (Thursday). 

A report says the schemes 
are designed to promote eco¬ 
nomic growth by removing 
transport barriers. 

The authority is applying 
for cash from the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport’s Local 
Pinch Point Fund. 

Development 

The fund was created to 
allow councils to bid for 
money to be used to remove 
bottlenecks on the highway 
network which are seen as 
impeding economic growth. 

Sandwell Council is 
asking for £1.055 million to 
improve junctions at the 
A457 Soho Way and Soho 
Street, Bridge Street North 
at Lewisham Road, Bridge 
Street North at Rolfe Street, 
and Rolfe Street at New 
Street. 

Traffic lights would be 
installed at the junctions 
and traffic calming meas¬ 
ures would also be installed. 

If approved, the improve¬ 
ments will take place on a 
phased basis starting in 
August and would be com¬ 
pleted by March 2015. 

The proposed changes 
would help open up 33 
hectares of brownfield land 
for re-use, and encourage 
development. 

A report to Councillor 
Eling states: “The project 
will unlock land for remedi-

ation making it more attrac¬ 
tive to potential developers. 

“With better access it will 
enable companies to utilise 
land and premises, creating 
future opportunities for 
housing development and 
the creation of jobs.” 

The council also wants 
£2.769 million to fund the 
reconstruction of two 
Smethwick bridges to 
modern standards to avoid 
them having a 7.5 ton weight 
restriction imposed. 

The bridges are 
Brasshouse Lane over the 
canal, and Soho Street over 
the rail line. 

Subject to approval, the 
project is expected to start in 
September this year and be 
completed by December 
2014. 

Councillor Eling said: 
“This is about easing traffic 
congestion and certain 
hotspots.” 

If approved the schemes 
would add to the major con¬ 
tinuing regeneration taking 
place in the town. 

Buildings 

The council is carrying out 
the £84m Windmill Eye 
project which will see hun¬ 
dreds of new homes being 
built. And last month the 
authority announced an 
£8m scheme aimed at kick- 
starting regeneration in 
Rolfe Street and the heart of 
the town. 

It will include new com¬ 
mercial buildings as well as 
improved pedestrian links 
between the railway station 
and Smethwick High Street.

Plan for 
college 
block to 
bite dust 

THE Sandwell College 
tower block in West 
Bromwich will be bulldozed 
to make way for a major 
facelift of the town centre, if 
plans are approved. 

Plans for the site in West 
Bromwich High Street 
include apartments, shops 
and a hotel. 

They have been drawn up 
by the Government’s Homes 
and Communities Agency, 
which is now asking 
Sandwell Council for per¬ 
mission to demolish the 
nine-storey tower block, 
saying that the building has 
reached the end of its eco¬ 
nomic life. 

Plans for the site were 
revealed in January. They 
involve replacing the tower 
block with a lower, six-storey 
building. The ground floor 
would have retail units, 
above which would be apart¬ 
ments, a hotel or offices. 

The work will follow a 
major multi-million-pound 
upgrade of the High Street 
that is already taking place. 

Paving work started in 
February in Duchess 
Parade, part of the pedes¬ 
trian stretch of High Street. 
New seating, plants and bins 
will be introduced to create a 
more attractive town centre. 

Last year the iconic red 
Sandwell Centre canopy and 
kiosk were demolished along 
with the Farley Centre 
canopy to create a more open 
shopping environment. 

Security is 
tighter at 
raid shop 

SECURITY has been 
stepped up at a Smethwick 
jewellery store targeted in a 
violent raid by sledgeham¬ 
mer wielding robbers. 

A new steel door and a 
special machine that can 
engulf a room with smoke 
within seconds of a panic 
button being pressed have 
been introduced at Davand 
Jewellery 

Store owner David 
Nicholls, who was hit over 
the head with a sledgeham¬ 
mer in the raid, has a sign on 
the door warning would-be 
thieves of the security. 

Police are investigating 
the possibility that the gang 
that struck at the Bearwood 
Road Shop in November 
may have targeted another 
shop in Birmingham.

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Vigilance 
urged to 
control 
TB spread 

SANDWELL Council is 
urging people to seek early 
advice from their doctor if 
they develop TB symptoms. 

The council, which takes 
over responsibility for public 
health in April, has piloted a 
new blood test, which 
enables doctors to identify 
latent TB. 

That is when someone is 
infected with the TB germ 
but is well and cannot pass 
the infection to anyone else. 
But the infection could reac¬ 
tivate and cause active TB 
later in life. 

Use of the test during a 
pilot in Smethwick revealed 
a high level of latent TB. 

Health chiefs are hoping 
to extend the screening to 
other areas in the future, 
subject to funding. 

All GP practices have been 
sent information about TB 
to help them recognise the 
symptoms and diagnose the 
infection promptly. 

Councillor Paul Moore, 
the council’s cabinet 
member for public health, 
said: “We are committed to 
tackling TB. I want us to 
reduce the level of disease by 
50 per cent over the next 10 
years.” 

Symptons of the bacterial 
infection include a persist¬ 
ent cough, fever, sweating at 
night and unexplained 
weight loss. 

MP tells of 
fears for 
fire service 

THE Black Country’s fire 
boss and a Sandwell MP 
have expressed concerns 
that West Midlands fire 
service could end up being 
run by private companies. 

Their comments come 
after the Government’s fire 
minister Brandon Lewis 
wrote to the House of 
Commons Regulatory 
Reform Committee asking 
for its view on potential pro¬ 
posals that would allow fire 
authorities to contract out 
their services. 

Warley Labour MP John 
Spellar is urging people to 
sign an online petition 
against privatisation. 

He said: “The very idea of 
privatising one of our emer¬ 
gency services is horrify¬ 
ing.” 

Mr Lewis has denied that 
the Government is looking 
to privatise fire services. 


Crossing campaign after hit-and-run death

RESIDENTS are campaigning for a 
pedestrian crossing on a busy road in 
Cradley Heath after a pensioner was 
knocked down in a hit-and-run crash. 

Great-grandfather Bernard Betts, 
aged 85, died after being hit by a car 
while he was crossing Barrs Road in 
Cradley Heath in January. 

Councillor Ann Shackleton has 
called for Sandwell Council to take 
action following the popular retired 
bricklayer’s death. 


Residents in her Old Hill and 
Cradley Heath ward have long called 
for action - but the council refused a 
crossing because of a lack of evidence of 
accidents on the road, Councillor 
Shackleton said. 

Instead, the council proposed to put 
a pedestrian island near to the Valley 
Road turn-off, about 2,000 ft from 
where Mr Betts was knocked down, 
near the Lee Road turn-off. 

Councillor Shackleton said: “I called 


on the council to carry out a full inves¬ 
tigation of the road following Mr Betts’ 
death. 

“This has been agreed and since then 
there has been a feasibility study and 
two speed watches carried out by 
police. 

“The road needs a pedestrian cross¬ 
ing simply to slow the traffic down.” 

She added: “The community is 
shaken by Mr Betts’ death. Everyone 
has been affected deeply and we all 


want some action to be taken to 
prevent such a tragedy happening 
again.” 

Mr Betts was knocked down near his 
home in Barrs Road as he left to take 
his dog Jack for a walk. He died 18 days 
later. Members of his family are hoping 
to have a park bench installed in his 
memory, possibly in Haden Hill Park, 
where he liked to take Jack every day. 

Police are continuing the investiga¬ 
tion into the tragedy.

Council's warning 
on health centres 


SANDWELL Council will seek to 
recoup hundreds of thousands 
of pounds from the Government 
if plans for three health centres 
in the borough are scrapped, a 
leading member of the authority 
has warned. 

Further doubt on whether the multi¬ 
million pound schemes in Wednesbury, 
Langley and Great Bridge would be 
pursued was cast at a meeting last week 
when health bosses told councillors a deci¬ 
sion was still pending. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s 
cabinet member for jobs and economy, 
said if the plans did not come to fruition, 
he would be seeking compensation. 

Councillor Rowley said the authority 
had spent hundreds of thousands of 
pounds relocating staff, and on-site secu¬ 
rity, to pave the way for the scheme. 

“We are sad a decision has not been 
made,” he said. “We have spent money on 
relocation and security on the under¬ 
standing the PCT will be buying the sites 
from us. We have tried to make them 
available and incurred the costs. 

Consultation 

“We fenced the Great Bridge site off 
three years ago and built a car park, still 
nothing has been done.” 

The £9 million health centre in High 
Bullen, Wednesbury, is due to open in 
2014, with GP services, consultation and 
treatment rooms, a pharmacy and 136 
staff - some transferred from Mailings 
Health, Spires, and the nearby Mesty 
Croft clinic. 

The £5.6m Langley Rood End Primary 
Care Centre, at Crosswells Road and Blox- 
cidge Street, would have five GP surger¬ 
ies, a minor procedures room, pharmacy, 
community respiratory service and sexual 
health clinics. A £5 million complex at 
High Street, Great Bridge, will include 
two GP surgeries, extra community serv¬ 
ices and outpatient facilities for minor 
treatments. 

Another meeting with health bosses 
was scheduled for this week, Councillor 
Rowley said.

Pensioner 
jailed for 
attacks on 
seven girls 

A former Sandwell man 
who committed a string of 
serious sex attacks on 
schoolgirls between 1973 
and 1999 has been jailed for 
13 years. 

Judge Amjad Nawaz said 
that 67-year-old David Mapp 
told his seven victims they 
were not tell anyone and 
made threats to make them 
comply. The judge said he 
accepted the offences went 
back a “very long time” but 
his victims had to relive the 
ordeal and give evidence at a 
time when they felt they had 
buried the experiences.” 

Judge Nawaz told Mapp 
at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court: “You did not spare 
the anguish of your victims. 
You chose not to.” Mapp, 
now living in Cleveleys, near 
Blackpool, denied 13 
charges of indecent assault, 
all committed in the Smeth¬ 
wick and Telford areas. 

But he was convicted on 
all the charges by the jury 
after a two-week trial. 

Mr Simon Phillips, prose¬ 
cuting, said that in impact 
statements the victims 
described how badly their 
lives had been affected by 
the actions of Mapp. 

One woman revealed she 
had to turn to alcohol and 
drugs to try and bury the 
nightmare while another 
said what Mapp did to her 
had been “spinning around 
in her head for years.”

A TIPTON school is cele¬ 
brating a ‘good’ rating by 
Ofsted inspectors. 

St Martin’s Primary’s 
rating was one better than a 
‘satisfactory’ rating received 
last time as pupils’ achieve¬ 
ment, teaching quality and 
leadership got ‘good’ grades 
and pupil behaviour and 
safety was ‘outstanding’. 

The report, after inspec¬ 
tions at the Lower Church 
Lane school on February 26 
and 27, said: “Pupils achieve 
well because teaching is con¬ 
sistently good.

The report praised the

head and quality of teachers’ 
marking but said there was 
still room for improvement. 

It said: “There are missed 
opportunities for pupils to 
use and apply their skills 
and knowledge in their 
learning. Work is not always 
challenging enough for the 
more-able pupils. 

“Progress across key 
stages and in subjects 
through the school is not 
consistent.” The last inspec¬ 
tion was in May 2011.

Vandal-hit horse along railway repainted

PUBLIC artwork in Tipton has 
been repainted after being daubed 
with graffiti for a second time. 

The steel horse near Tipton 
railway station, one of 12 along¬ 
side the line between Wolver¬ 
hampton and Birmingham, was 
painted after being vandalised. 

A St George’s flag was on the 
side along with the letters BNP in 
red - the initials of the British 
National Party. It mirrors vandal¬ 
ism of the same piece in 2009. 

After a train passenger reported 


the vandalism it was tackled by 
Sandwell Council contractors 
Serco within an hour of the call. 

Twitter user and commuter 
@Benjionthetrain tweeted: “I got 
fed up of seeing it every day and no 
one doing anything about it. Easy 
to report.” He added that kind of 
graffiti doesn’t ‘chime with the 
diverse and welcoming West Mid¬ 
lands region’. 

Councillor Derek Rowley said 
whenever that kind of graffiti is 
reported it would be cleaned up as 


soon as possible. He said: “Those 
horses are quite prominent for 
people travelling by rail, and it’s 
not the sort of thing we want to 
see in Sandwell full stop. It’s not 
the image we want to portray.” 

The 12 life-size horses were 
unveiled in 1986. The £10,000 
project, the area’s first example of 
track art, was paid for by West 
Midlands Arts, the now defunct 
British Rail and the former West 
Midlands County Council.They 
were made by craftsmen at Corley 


Welding of New Canal Street, 
Digbeth, Birmingham, in collabo¬ 
ration with a London-based artist. 

Six horses, weighing a quarter 
of a ton each, head towards 
Wolverhampton while six mark 
the return trip. Silhouettes were 
cut from steel plate with the legs 
and tails welded on. They are 
mounted on brackets in concrete. 

Councillor Rowley added: “We 
would encourage anyone who sees 
this kind of offensive graffiti to 
report it straight away.” 


Boy racers to get letters 
following surprise swoop 


EIGHTY drivers are being sent 
warning letters by police after 
they were caught gathering for a 
race in a Wednesbury street. 

Officers sprang a surprise operation on 
the drivers in Hallens Drive. 

There were reports of up to 400 drivers 
meeting to race on Sunday evenings. Offi¬ 
cers issued nearly a dozen tickets for traffic 
offences and filmed the boy racers. 

It came days after a car crashed into a 
lamp post near Hallens Drive, at a similar 
gathering. This time 15 officers waited for 
drivers expected to arrive at the business 
park, off the Black Country New Road, at 
about 9pm on Sunday. 

Inspector Akeel Najib said: “We were 
acting on intelligence that a race meeting 
was going to take place. These motorists 
who come from all over the region arrange 
these meets via the social networking sites, 
and so we knew they were coming. ” 

Officers used automatic number plate 
recognition equipment and hand-held 
cameras and stopped each car. 

Examined 

Insp Najib said: “We arrived at around 
9pm, and they started turning up at around 
9.30pm, and so we stopped them as soon as 
they arrived. Obviously word soon got out 
that we were there, but we still managed to 
take the registration details of 80 vehicles.” 

Officers also examined each car and 
booked drivers for offences including 
driving without insurance, not having car 
tax, and having faulty lights or illegal regis¬ 
tration plates. Eleven were given tickets. 

Insp Najib said they recorded 80 registra¬ 
tion plates and registered vehicle owner 
would be sent a letter warning that it is 
illegal to race on public roads, and that they 
may face prosecution if they are caught. 

“This has been a problem in the past, and 
in recent weeks we have seen these gather¬ 
ings happening more frequently with up to 
400 people attending each time. 

“This operation was very successful, and 
we will be using intelligence to make sure 
when these meetings are arranged we 
attend.” he added. 

Three women escaped were in the car 
which crashed into a lamp post at a car 
gathering on the same road. 

Crowds saw the crash involving a blue 
Ford Focus at 8pm on March 14. The 
women, in their 20s, were treated for shock. 


Farm lambs beat weather and virus to arrive

SPRING has definitely sprung in one part of 
the Black Country this year with a bumper 
flock of bouncing baby animals being born. 

Four sets of triplets are among 68 lambs 
already born at Forge Mill Farm, West 
Bromwich, with that number on the up 
every day. Staff at the farm, part of Sandwell 
Valley, are working around the clock to 
welcome them into the world, and to make 
sure all mothers are coping. 

Farm manager Richard Aldis said: “The 
numbers have been very good this year, 
slightly better than normal. 

“We have 55 breeding females here, and 


35 of those have given birth so far so we have 
around 20 to go. 

“The staff here are covering 24 hours a 
day, and at the moment I am doing night 
times along with another colleague - on 
Monday night we had the last lamb born at 
around midnight, and the first lamb born 
yesterday was at around five in the morning. 

“We check on the mums, as there’s some 
that need just a little bit of help with feeding 
in the first couple of hours and they may not 
have enough milk.” Mr Aldis is particularly 
pleased this year as all lambs are being born 
despite the threat of the Schmallenberg 


virus, a new disease spread by ticks that can 
lead to late abortion or birth defects. So far, 
there have been no cases at the farm. 

A percentage of the female lambs are kept 
to be added to the flock, while the rest, 
including all the males, are sent for meat 
mainly to Sandwell shops. 

Mr Aldis added: “Children love coming 
here during lambing season, and when we 
tell them where some of the lambs end up 
they tend to take it in their stride, while the 
parents are a bit more squeamish.”

There is no doubt that given the 
rules of Formula One, the gentle¬ 
manly thing would have been for 
Vettel to have held his place and 
let his team-mate take the glory. 

But to those of us who find the 
idea of watching a lot of funny¬ 
looking cars running round a 
track about as much fun as a 
police motorway video, the 
events of the weekend have done 
nothing to dissuade us from our 
view. That motor racing is a very 
strange sport indeed.

Milestone show for 
People’s Orchestra

AN unconventional orchestra 
celebrated its first anniversary 
on Sunday with a spectacular 
hometown performance at The 
Public in West Bromwich. 

The concert featured amateur and pro¬ 
fessional musicians of various ages 
decked out in brightly coloured T-shirts, 
performing traditional orchestral pieces, 
sports themes and film scores. 

Add to the mix a guest appearance 
from former England international foot¬ 
baller Dion Dublin, playing an instru¬ 
ment he invented, and The People’s 
Orchestra was anything but your average 
musical ensemble. 

Principal conductor Chris Rawley 
explained: “We want to show people that 
an orchestra can be flexible and not be 
constrained having to play traditional 
classical material. 

“People will recognise a lot of the pieces 
we play from film or television, but it is 
rare that anyone gets the chance to see it 
performed live.” 

Accomplish 

The repertoire includes Keith Mans¬ 
field’s Light and Tuneful, better known 
as the intro music to the BBC’s Wimble¬ 
don tennis coverage, and Zimmer and 
Badelt’s film score for Pirates of the 
Caribbean. 

One of the high points is Aaron 
Copland’s Hoe-Down, which the orches¬ 
tra performs while a three-and-a-half 
minute film plays in the background. 

The idea is for the orchestra to finish at 
the same time as the film, a feat they 
accomplish to the second. 

Mr Rawley said: “We were about one 
and a half minutes out during rehearsals, 
but we got there tonight!” 

The orchestra also has a policy of not 


turning away players who successfully 
audition, meaning songs are sometimes 
rewritten to suit the orchestra. 

Mr Rawley said: “A typical orchestra 
will have two flute players, whereas we 
currently have six. 

“It is unusual for an orchestra to have 
more flute players than violins but if 
people are good enough we won’t reject 
them. 

“We will adapt the music to suit the 
players we have available. 

“It is not a case of us accepting 
anyone, as the standard is high, but we 
want to encourage as many talented 
people as possible to join the orchestra.” 

The People’s Orchestra was launched 
in March 2012 to plug the gap between 


local authority music provision and pro¬ 
fessional orchestras. 

Sarah Marshall, co-founder and man¬ 
aging director of the orchestra, said: “So 
many musicians stop playing after they 
finish school or university due to a lack 
of opportunities. 

“We want them to keep on playing so 
they can enjoy the music and hopefully 
pass on their skills to a new generation. ” 

This was the case with one of the 
orchestra’s most recent recruits, 45- 
year-old Jacqueline Burke, of Darlas- 
ton, who started playing the flute as an 
11-year-old at Wood Green School, Dar- 
laston, but found the opportunities to 
play diminished over the years. 

She said: “After I finished school I 


knew I was not good enough to join a pro¬ 
fessional orchestra, but I still wanted to 
carry on playing. I joined the West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service Band when I was 17, 
but after that there were no options and 
I started to feel really frustrated.” 

She was on the verge of giving up when 
she saw an advert calling for players to 
try out for The People’s Orchestra. 

Following a successful audition in Feb¬ 
ruary, Mrs Burke, a checkout assistant in 
Asda in Darlaston, was looking forward 
to making her debut on Sunday night. 

“Joining The People’s Orchestra has 
been a real breath of fresh air. It’s revi¬ 
talised my love of playing the flute.” 

The orchestra is self-funded, with 
musicians paying a £35 joining fee fol¬ 
lowed by £35 per month to pay for classes 
and concerts and weekly rehearsals. 

Although originally an Arts Council 
community project, the venture has 
become a registered charity. 

Experience 

Ms Marshall said: “Our aim is to get 
people and businesses to sponsor us so 
we can fund musicians who are not able 
to afford the fees.” 

Guest percussionist, footballer Dion 
Dublin, played an instrument he 
invented called The Dube. He said per¬ 
forming with the orchestra was a far 
more testing experience than leading the 
line for Aston Villa. 

“Playing football was second nature to 
me, so this was definitely a more nerve 
wracking experience. It was the first 
time I have performed with an orchestra, 
and with my musical background being 
in latin and jazz I had never played any 
of these songs before either. It was a fan¬ 
tastic experience.” 

One impressed audience member was 
James Morris, Conservative MP for 
Halesown and Rowley Regis, and patron 
of the orchestra. He said: “It is great to 
see more people getting involved in the 
project and I hope we can build on this 
success.”

RESTRICTIONS planned for 
a number of Sandwell roads 
have been scrapped follow¬ 
ing objections. 

The council planned no-waiting 
restrictions along Causeway, Rowley 
Regis, Olga Drive, Tipton, Newhall 
Street, West Bromwich and Station 
Street, Cradley Heath. 

But the authority has now aban¬ 
doned the plans. 

Residents in the Causeway said 
that the change would reduce their 
on-street parking, and they already 
had difficulty finding spaces. 

A 148-signature petition and three 
objections were received against the 
restriction proposed for Olga Drive, 
Tipton, which was to tackle parking 
near school gates. 

But residents said they were happy 
for parents to park in the road for 
short periods rather than lose on¬ 
street parking for themselves and 
their visitors. 

Convinced 

Three objections were received for 
planned restrictions in Newhall 
Street, West Bromwich, amid con¬ 
cerns it would reduce on street 
parking for both residents and also 
for visitors. 

And residents in Station Street, 
Cradley Heath, said that there was 
no parking problem there. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet 
member for neighbourhood services, 
said: “The changes were put forward 
to deal with issues along these roads. 
However representations have been 
made which have convinced me that 
they should not be proceeded with.” 

But yellow lines will be extended in 
Langley Road, Oldbury, and yellow 
lines in Taylors Lane, West 
Bromwich, will be extended to 
prevent parking near a council depot.

Shisha cafe 


Poet visits pupils

CONTROVERSIAL plans to open a shisha cafe in West 
Bromwich, which were thrown out by Sandwell planners, 
have been approved by Government inspectors. 

The application for a cafe, at the former Southern Fried 
Chicken in High Street, was turned down by the borough’s 
planning committee on health and crime grounds, but the 
national planning inspectorate overruled them. 


Health bosses raised a 
“substantial” objection 
against plans as shisha, 
smoked through large 
ornate pipes, contains 
tobacco, and because 
Sandwell College students 
may be attracted to the bar. 

Councillors refused per¬ 
mission for it on the grounds 
that shisha smoking “is 
proven to have a detrimental 
impact on public health”. 

Crime 

They also said it might 
“exacerbate crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour and con¬ 
tribute to fear of crime in 
West Bromwich”. 

The decision was over¬ 
turned by planning inspec¬ 
tor Elizabeth Hill. Applicant 
Mohammed Fhazad, of Tivi- 
dale, can open within three 
years. Ms Hill said she 
visited High Street around 
Sandwell College’s closing 
time and cafes and take¬ 
aways were being well used 
by students. Although the

health of young people was a 
material planning consider¬ 
ation, the sale of tobacco was 
subject to age restrictions. 

Police objected, saying 
there was a problem of crime 
and disorder in that area of 
the town, and that shops 
such as this could be associ¬ 
ated with anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

The inspector said there 
was no objective evidence to 
substantiate claims of links 
between shisha cafes and 
crime. She said it may 
improve the town centre by 
using a vacant property. 

There was support from 
traders and businesses in a 
petition with 55 signatures. 

The cafe, with internal 
coffee shop and external 
smoking shelter, will open 
10am-11pm, Monday - 

Thursday, and on Sundays 
and Bank Holidays, and 
lOam-midnight Fridays and 
Saturdays.

Stern minister loved by his flock 


HIS freshness of heart and youth¬ 
fulness of spirit led him to love 
and sympathise, especially with 
young men in whose service he 
spent himself and for whose sake 
he counted not his life dear that 
he might win them to Christ 

So reads the inscription on a tablet dedi¬ 
cated to the Rev Janies Bromley in Christ 
Church, Lye, which this year celebrates its 
200th anniversary this year. 

The few surviving historical documents 
from the period suggest the inhabitants 
were not exactly renowned for their hospi¬ 
tality, and the presence of a clergyman was 
not a welcome one. 

In fact, Mr Bromley’s predecessor, the 
not-so-popular Melsup Hill, is said to have 
been stoned out of the village by infuriated 
residents. 

At this time the main industries of the 
area were nail-making, chain-making and 
coal mining and Mr Bromley arrived in 1844 
into this harsh, industrial climate with 
strong views about how people should go 
about their daily lives. 

Yet his methods clearly struck a chord 
with the populace. One of his first notable

ing - a deed that immediately won the 
hearts of the people of Lye. 

Mr Bromley set about the monumental 
task of attempting to civilise his unruly 
flock. Parishioners were taken down to the 
River Stour and shown how to bathe, and 
taught table manners while sharing food in 
his home. 

The minister was a staunch advocate of 
abstinence, and despite his frail stature he 
would take stern measures to enforce this 
restraint when necessary. 

He was known to enter local hostelries 
and drag out unsuspecting church members 
who had reverted to their drunken ways. 

Response 

One tale in the memoirs of his successor, 
the Rev David Robertson, recounts him 
striking a church member across the back 
with his cane after seeing him playing the 
fool in the street. 

The young man’s response was to visit the 
priest the next morning and thank him! 

Mr Bromley’s dedication is probably best 
exemplified by his daily ritual of rising at 
4am to hold services and preach to miners 
on their way to work. At a time when educa¬ 


tional institutions were a rarity, he also 
acted as a teacher to the young men of Lye 
in an effort to stop them from hanging 
around in the streets. 

During the early years of his tenure he 
increased the capacity of the church, 
making seating available for more than 
1,000 parishioners - a quite remarkable 
figure when you consider the population of 
Lye was around 4,000 at the time. 

Sadly, Mr Bromley died suddenly in his 
chair in December 19,1865 after 21 years of 
devoted service, leaving a widow and 10 chil¬ 
dren. He was aged 54. 

In a poignant twist, his sermon the previ¬ 
ous Sunday was based on the text from 
Hebrews 11:4 from the King James Bible: 
“He being dead, yet speaketh.” 

Those words can still be seen to this day, 
carved on his tombstone outside the front of 
Christ Church. 

The high esteem with which his congrega¬ 
tion held him in was shown by the fact that 
almost £3,000 was raised for his family, at a 
time when the living wage was only £240 per 
year. 

This figure would equate to around 
£175,000 today.

Hundreds say sad farewell 
to stabbing victim Christina

THE heartbroken family of a 16- 
year-old Black Country girl who 
was knifed to death on a bus said 
farewell to their “beautiful 
princess” at her funeral. 

Christina Edkins died from a single stab 
wound on a double-decker in Birmingham. 
She was on her way to sit a GCSE mock 
exam at Leasowes High School in Hale¬ 
sowen on March 7. 

Last weekend, hundreds of mourners 
packed Birmingham Cathedral to say 
farewell to her. 


Her devastated parents Jason and Kath¬ 
leen Edkins wrote on a card laid next to her 
coffin: “Our beautiful princess Christina, 
we will always miss you and you will live in 
our hearts forever, mummy and daddy xxx.” 

The couple also wrote a poem to their 
daughter. It read: “We love you more than 
anything, more than words can say, you 
meant the world to us, bringing happiness 
every day. 

“A daughter and sister, always in our 
heart, you will stay with us forever, even 
though we have to part. 

“A beautiful teenager, a princess through 
and through, even if you are not here, our 


thoughts will always be of you.” 

Paying tribute to Christina, her cousin 
Stephen Newby said: “We are devastated 
that she should have been taken away so 
senselessly and continue to try to come to 
terms with what has happened. 

Comforted 

“We have been overwhelmed and com¬ 
forted by the spontaneous reactions of so 
many people. 

“We would like to thank everybody for 
their support and kindness, in particular 
the local groups, whose efforts have been so 
meaningful to us. 


Neil Shaw, headteacher of Leasowes High 
School, closed the school to allow 
Christina’s classmates to attend the service. 
All buses in the area had also been redi¬ 
rected as a mark of respect to the pupil. 

Before the service Dean of Birmingham 
Very Revd Catherine Ogle said: “We extend 
heartfelt sympathy and prayers to her 
family and friends. This death is very hard 
to bear and we ask all those who mourn the 
loss of this lovely and bright young woman 
to join us in prayer.” 

Philip Simelane, 22, of Walsall, has been 
charged with Christina’s murder.

New parade is set to 
be fit for a duchess 


T he massive makeover 
in West Bromwich con¬ 
tinues, with paving 
work started in Duchess 
Parade, part of the pedes¬ 
trian stretch of the High 
Street.

Once the Duchess parade end of 
the pedestrian High Street is com¬ 
pleted, similar improvements will be 
carried out to the Princess Parade 
end. 

Improvements will include refur¬ 
bished market stalls and an area for 
performance and events. Councillor 
Derek Rowley, Sandwell’s cabinet 


member for jobs and skills, said: 
“You really can see the improve¬ 
ments to the pedestrian High Street 
starting to take shape. 

“This is a major piece of work 
which will give the existing town 
centre a much needed lift and hope¬ 
fully attract new businesses and 
shoppers.” 

The Public Realm project involves 
upgrading streets, squares and other 
open spaces in and around west 
Bromwich town centre. 

Sandwell Council and its partners 
secured funding of £4.1 million from 
the European Regional Develop¬ 
ment Fund (ERDF) for the scheme 
which has already seen new paving, 
trees and street furniture installed 
along the High Street, Bull Street, 
Overend Street and surrounding the 
new Sandwell College Central 
Campus and Providence Place. 

Improvement work to the pedes¬ 
trian High Street will be complete 
during the summer of 2014.

In the market for

ANY type of major town centre refur¬ 
bishment works are sometimes 
regarded as at best a necessary 
inconvenience - and at worst a real 
disruption to people’s lives and liveli¬ 
hoods. 

But in West Bromwich the council’s markets 
service has seen the ongoing High Street refur¬ 
bishment works as a real opportunity. 

The current static market stalls have been sit¬ 
uated on Princess and Duchess Parades for 
nearly a decade. 

They replaced old demountable aluminium 
stalls which were erected and dismantled on a 
daily basis; how many people remember walking 
down the High Street with stall bars rattling and 
candy-striped canopies flapping around in the 
wind? 

These stalls had undoubtedly come to the end 
of their working life, and the task was set to 
provide stalls which me, and indeed, exceeded the 
needs of the modern market trader. 

The resultant static stalls were solid, incorpo¬ 
rated lighting and guttering and, best of all, had 
an innovative, unique folding table design which 
enabled traders to have either a walk-in stall, a 
stall with a half size table or a full width table. 

They were offset in the High Street to fit in 
with the existing pedestrianised scheme, and 
were well received by traders and other market 
operators alike - to the extent that their design 
characteristics were subsequently emulated by 
other market operators across the country 

So the council’s markets service was faced with 
a challenge when plans emerged to refurbish the 
High Street. 

What could be done to provide an even better 
trading facility and how could the subsequent 
proposals be implemented while at the same time 
maintaining trading during the extensive works 
that would take place. To enable the works to 
take place the council has provided a number of 


basic but functional temporary stalls on the 
central portion of the High Street which will 
enable the existing static stalls to be dismantled 
and removed from the High Street at appropriate 
times, whilst still enabling traders to continue 
trading. 

Design 

Whilst they are “off site” the static stalls will 
be refurbished and their design amended, and 
once the paving work is complete they will be re¬ 
installed in their new position, centrally on the 
High street rather than offset to one side as they 
were previously. 

They will be slightly smaller depth-wise but 


will incorporate new roofing, and even more 
importantly an all-new table design which will 
meet all the traders’ requirements but utilising a 
much more simplified, user-friendly design. 

The result will be newly refurbished, 
upgraded, better situated, quality stalls, better 
suited than ever before to meet the needs of a 
market which is undoubtedly the beating heart of 
what will be a vibrant, bustling street scene. 

So look past the current disruption - continue 
to enjoy the “quality, service and value” brought 
to you by your local market, and look forward to 
a bright trading future for the markets and West 
Bromwich town centre.

No cause for celebration 
for the returning Doctor 


I f you’re a Doctor Who fan, 2013 is 
going to be a very big year indeed. 
November 23rd marks the 50th 
anniversary of the science fiction 
show, and the Beeb is pulling out all 
the stops to celebrate it. 

In the past, such events have been 
marked by special editions featuring 
previous actors to have played the 
Doctor, but show-runner Steven 
Moffat is giving away as little 
information this time around as he 
can get away with. 

Instead, he explains it’s in 3D 
(which we already knew anyway) and 
is going to be bigger and better than 
ever before. Frankly, if he’d said 
anything but that, we’d think he’d 
lost his marbles - OF COURSE it’s 
going to be amazing. But no matter 
how much we beg, Moffat won’t 
budge; what he will talk about (a bit 
anyway) are the new episodes 
heading our way. 

We’re about to see the second half 
of season seven, which began last 
autumn when Amy and Rory were 
still aboard the Tardis; seems a long 
time ago, doesn’t it? _ 


They’re now gone and the Doctor 
has been moping about the universe, 
although he did stop off in Victorian 
London to meet Clara, a fast-talking 
quick-witted young woman who 
seemed to die at the end of the 
Christmas special. But did she? 

Apparently not, because here she 
is, large as life again and living in 
modern-day London. 

In this week’s episode, she helps 
the Time Lord defeat wi-fi-dwelling 
villains who steal people’s souls. He 
then thinks she’d make the perfect 
companion, but she isn’t so sure. 
Obviously he twists her arm because 
she’s played by Jenna-Louise 
Colman, who we’ve already been told 
will be a regular in the series. 

Moffat was instrumental in casting 
Colman, and he’s pleased he did: “I 
think she fits in perfectly, brings a 
whole new side to Matt to the fore, 
and she’s sort of charming, flirtatious, 
lovely, and is discovering all those 
things about Doctor Who for the first 
time that we all know and making 
them therefore brand new. 

“She’s also, I think, a genuine star.” 


But what else can we expect to 
see over the coming weeks? 

“We’ve got returning monsters, 
we’ve got Ice Warriors and the 
Cybermen coming and some 
zombies creatures as well,” says 
Moffat. “We’ve got all of that and 
we’ve got a huge range of settings - 
we’ve got under the sea, we’ve got a 
fantastic alien planet, an adventure 
actually on the rings of the planet. 

“We’ve got Victorian Yorkshire, 
which I think everyone wants to see. 
And the Doctor’s biggest secret, 
revealed for real. We’re not kidding, 
we are actually going to do it, we’re 
going to reveal his biggest secret.” 

Hmmm... at last, a revelation of 
sorts - can’t wait for that. But what 
can it be? The Doctor’s real name? 
What happened to his long-lost 
granddaughter Susan, abandoned in 
London in 2150AD? 

Knowing Moffat, it’s all just a tease. 
But we’ll be gripped, like the rest of 
the nation, desperate to find out what 
happens next in the Doctor’s 
amazing adventures in space and

Audi’s clever cylinder deactivation, now introduced to the A1 and A3, helps to cut fuel consumption 


Audi cylinder systems are 
designed to save on fuel 


AUDI has revealed A1 and A3 
models featuring the same 
cylinder deactivation 

systems as its high-perfor¬ 
mance S and RS models. 

‘Cylinder-on-Demand’ (CoD) tech¬ 
nology, which will also be employed in 
Volkswagen’s Polo BlueGT, shuts down 
the fuel supply to half the engine’s 
cylinders under light throttle inputs 
and noticeably increases fuel economy. 

The two new Audi models will share 
a 138bhp turbocharged 1.4-litre petrol 
engine which with the help of the CoD 
system has averaged up to 60.1mpg 
under the current official tests. The 
figure applies to the Al, A1 Sportback 
and three-door A3, with the five-door 


A3 Sportback dipping slightly to 
58.9mpg. 

C02 emissions are just 109g/km for 
the two Als and the lighter A3. The A3 
Sportback is not far behind, on 
112g/km, but does sit one road tax 
band higher and costs £30 for a year 
instead of £20. 

CoD technology, which when used 
with gentle throttle inputs is imper¬ 
ceptible in its operation, is the latest in 
the Volkswagen Group’s efforts to 
lower the environmental impact of its 
cars. 

Two of the 1.4-litre engine’s four 
cylinders can be shut off or restarted in 
just 13 milliseconds, making it 
supremely advanced among its small 
petrol engine rivals. As standard it is 


combined with stop-start technology 
for further increased efficiency. It is an 
‘intelligent’ system that judges how 
the driver is driving and only deacti¬ 
vates cylinders if conditions are right. 
For example, if the sensors detect an 
irregular throttle usage pattern like on 
a twisting road or through a set of 
roundabouts, CoD will not activate. 

Nor will the system work under 
engine braking, allowing all four cylin¬ 
ders to support deceleration. 

With almost identical fuel consump¬ 
tion figures but no default emissions 
penalties, the CoD-equipped models 
represent a significant company car 
tax saving of around 40 per cent com¬ 
pared to the Al and A3 diesels, accord¬ 
ing to Audi.

Sporting 
Megane 
is smooth 
operator

IN my younger days (not all that long ago) hot 
hatchbacks were a lot of fun: until the effects 
of excessive noise and rock-hard suspension 
set in. 

So it was good to see that Renault’s latest - and fastest 
yet - road rocket is also refined and well-mannered. 

The new Megane Renaultsport 265 gets its name from 
the impressive number of horsepowers it squeezes out of a 
two-litre, turbocharged engine. Its 0-60mph time is down to 
six seconds, but perhaps a better testament to its real-world 
performance, through bends as well as along straights, is its 
record-breaking time for front-wheel drive production cars 
set at the tough Nurburgring. 

It’s easier to use performance, too, because it doesn’t 
suffer from the phenomenon which has bedevilled earlier 
generations of high-powered front wheel drive cars - torque 
steer. 

The Renaultsport’s 265 has also had its exhaust tuned so 
that in cruise mode it’s as quiet as an upmarket saloon. But 
put your foot down and there’s a pleasing growl to match 
the surge of acceleration. After all, driving a sporty car 
without the right soundtrack is like eating a bacon sand¬ 
wich without brown sauce - but you don’t want it all the 
time. 

The 265 also has a hi-tech suspension system which com¬ 
bines all that’s necessary for stable, virtually roll-free cor¬ 
nering without the hard ride long associated with sporting 
cars. 

The extra power is partly down to a higher turbo pres¬ 
sure, so you don’t need a heavy right foot to ride a smooth 
and progressive wave of power. Maximum torque is an 
impressive 360Nm, but 80 per cent of that is available at 
l,900rpm so pick-up is rapid in almost any gear and condi¬ 
tions. 

The six-speed box and the gear ratios were re-engineered 
for these two models, to give a slicker, sportier feel. 

Track 

It comes in two versions. The £25,245 Cup is the more 
track focused of the two and includes a limited slip differen¬ 
tial. The £26,445 Renaultsport 265 is more luxuriously 
equipped and comes with the standard sport chassis, strik¬ 
ing a balance between dynamic performance and everyday 
comfort, and with a few more luxury touches. 

While the new car has an extra 15bhp over its predeces¬ 
sor, it’s also more economical and cleaner. Fuel consump¬ 
tion increases from 34.4 to 37.7mpg and C02 emissions are 
down from 190 to 174g/km. 

The power steering has been recalibrated for more preci¬ 
sion. Braking performance is impressive, too, with 340mm 
vented front discs and four-pot Brembo calipers and a 
bigger servo. 

The 265 looks the part, too. Low, sleek and aggressive, 
Renault has added a new FI-style aerodynamic splitter and 
LED daytime running lights at the front, and there is also a 
choice of new 18in alloy wheels. 

Inside, the 265 is a full family-sized five-seater with 
superb sports seats for driver and front passenger to hold 
you softly but firmly through the twisty bits: leather is stan¬ 
dard on the 265. Not at all sure about the bright yellow seat- 
belts in the test car, though. 

The driver’s seat and steering wheel are multi-adjustable 
and the interior exudes quality. 

On the safety front, the Renaultsport 265 scored 
maximum points in the independent EuroNCAP crash test 
programme. 

The flagship model has carbon-grey leather seats (heated 
in front), climate control air conditioning, extra tinted glass 
in the side and rear windows, hands-free keycard entry and 
a tyre pressure monitor. 

That’s on top of the standard kit list for the Cup version, 
which includes eight airbags, ABS with brakeforce distribu¬ 
tion and dynamic management systems, air conditioning, 
trip computer, split/fold rear seats, cruise control and speed 
limiter, rear parking sensors. 

Oh, and of course, that vital sport touch - drilled alu¬ 
minium pedals.

ALBION MAY DELAY 
EXPANSION PLANS 


WEST BROMWICH ALBION are considering a 
delay to plans to expand The Hawthorns into 
a 30,000-seater stadium. 

Chief executive Mark Jenkins told shareholders at the 
club’s AGM the Baggies still plan to add extra seats. 

But a large-scale expansion from the current 26,500 
capacity will not happen until club officials are convinced 
demand for tickets has increased sufficiently. Shareholders 
approved the accounts for the year ending June 2012, which 


showed a profit of £1.5m on 
a turnover of £66.7m, and 
asked for an update on plans 
for the stadium. 

Mr Jenkins said: “We are 
constantly reviewing var¬ 
ious plans to redevelop and 
improve the stadium. 

“However, at the same 
time we are very mindful of 
the current economic 
climate with the potential 
that we will suffer a double¬ 
dip recession while Europe 
is in financial crisis. 

“Locally, unemployment 
continues to rise and, 
despite significant reduc¬ 
tions in season ticket prices 
this season, attendances are 
only up by about 300 per 
game, with average atten¬ 
dances at just over 25,000 
and only once exceeding 
26,000. 

Pushed 

“Next season will see even 
more UK-screened TV 
games which will disrupt 
kick-off times further, while 
we still have excess capacity. 

“Despite this, we are still 
exploring opportunities to 
improve the stadium when 
demand arises.” 

Chairman Jeremy Peace 
told fans in May 2011 the 
ground would be extended to 
accommodate at least 30,000 
fans within three years - but 
those proposals could now 
be pushed back. 

The club have drawn up 
plans to build an extra tier

on the West Stand, formerly 
the Halfords Lane Stand, as 
well as alternative proposals 
for additional seats in the 
corners of the stadium. 

But Baggies officials esti¬ 
mate any expansion would 
cost up to £15m and, despite 
several initiatives designed 
to boost attendances - 
including reductions in 
season ticket prices - the 
club are not yet convinced 
that demand justifies the 
cost of building work. 

Mr Jenkins confirmed a 
planned tribute to Baggies 
legend Tony ‘Bomber’ 
Brown will happen irrespec¬ 
tive of stadium expansion. 

Shareholders approved 
the accounts for the year 
ending June 2012, which 
showed a profit of £1.5m on 
a turnover of £66.7m. The 
club made a£4.6m operating 
loss but it was turned into a 
profit by the sales of Marek 
Cech, Borja Valero, Ishmael 
Miller and Scott Carson. 

Neil Reynolds, chairman 
of small shareholders group 
S4A, said: “It shows another 
year of outstanding per¬ 
formance on and off the 
field. To maintain excep¬ 
tional financial performance 
while continuing to improve 
the playing staff and playing 
record and keep the club 
progressing reflects great 
credit on all concerned.”
